It was b eliev ed the ro b b ers 
du mp ed the wire in the riv er 
u n til mean s was estab lished fo r 
its disp o sal. Very easy sale co u ld 
b e made o f the co p p er after the 
co v erin g was b u rn ed o ff, it was 
p o in ted o u t. 
The wire was sto len fro m the 
garage at the city p lan t an d a 
city tru ck u sed to remo v e it fro m 
the b u ildin g. The emp ty tru ck 
later was fo u n d ab an do n ed in a 
field n ear the riv er ro ad, two 
miles so u thwest o f the city . En ­ 
tran ce to the garage was made 
b y fo rcin g o p en the cast do o r. 
The thiev es then u n lo ck ed the 
west do o r to driv e the city tru ck 
away .

He is a fam iliar figu re on the 
Miami to New York rou te of 
Eastern Air Lines, and a v eteran 
mail flier. M errill took his latest 
trans-A tlantic achiev em ent 
as 
ju st another “day ’s work,” and 
has since resu m ed his post on 
the air line serv ice.

o’clock when he 'fires off the 
bomb tha t starts the field head­ 
ed by Wild Bill Cu mmings, Wil­ 
bu r Shaw and Herb Ardinger, 
Merrill will be a bu sy m an.

He attem pted throu gh 
drastic m easu res to keep orderly an d decen t gov ­ 
ern m en t aliv e in G erm an y an d, failin g in this 
pu rpose, gav e way in 19 33 to G erm an y ’s m an on 
horseback. 
Sin ce then he has been a n ex ile, 
trailed ev ery where by Nazi spies.

The others, all Demo­ 
crats, attended or were repre­ 
sented late y esterday at a confer­ 
ence of 14 senators who decided 
to oppose all compromise su g g es­ 
tions. 
Some said a proposal by Sena­ 
tor Hatch (D-NM) was the only 
modification with ev en a remote 
chance of committee approv al. 
It wou ld limit to one a y ear 
appointm ents to the Su preme 
Cou rt u nder Mr. Roosev elt’s su g ­ 
g estion. Increases in the size of 
the cou rt wou ld be only tempor­ 
ary ; as older ju stices retired, the 
nu mber wou ld drop back to nine. 
Senator Wheeler (D-Mont), in 
whose office y esterday ’s meeting 
was held, commented afterward: 
“The president has said ‘no 
compromise’ and we are tak ing 
him a t his word. Senator Ash- 
u rst (committee chairm an) has 
said ‘no compromise.’ We are 
say ing ‘no compromise too.” 
Senator 
McCarran 
(D-Nev ,) 
one of the committee members 
Who has been seek ing a compro­ 
mise, then annou nced he wou ld 


not offer his su bstitu te plan for 
the addition of two ju stices. 
“Postm aster 
General 
Farley 
said there will be no compromise 
and so there will be no compro­ 
mise,” McCarran told reporters. 
The ju diciary committee v ote, 
after many week s of pu blic hear­ 
ing s and three week s of priv ate 
discu ssion, was ex pected to lay 
the fou ndation for a historic de­ 
bate on the senate floor u nless 
some ou tside dev elopment—su ch 
as retirem ents or an adm inistra­ 
tion compromise—shou ld inter­ 
v ene. 
Opponents of the bill claimed 
a m ajority in the senate. Admin­ 
istration leaders conceded the 
line-u p on the floor a t present 
was closed.

In pu blic statem ents, 3 8 sena­ 
tors hav e annou nced opposition 
to the measu re. Thirty hav e de­ 
clared in fav or of it. Three more 
were added to the opposition 
side, for all practical pu rposes, 
when they attended the Wheel­ 
er conference. 
The three—Bu low (D-SD), Ma­ 
loney (D-Conn), and Moore (D- 
NJ)— still 
refu sed 
to 
commit 
themselv es, bu t Wheeler said all 
present were ag ainst the bill. 
They wou ld bring the opposition 
total to 4 1. 
If all 9 6 senators shou ld tak e 
part in the final balloting , 49 
v otes wou ld be needed to pass 
the measu re. Some predicted a 
décision so close that Vice Presi­ 
dent G am er mig ht be called on 
to break a tie.
